This month’s speaker is Don Minkoff, NK6A. He has a penchant for portable 

operation and a number of interesting adventures. Even if you are not plan- 

ning on going portable this summer it should be an interesting talk on 7 

“Operating portable and SOTA chasing and activating.” Doug, K6JEY 


Don will show that there is life beyond the ham shack by taking ham radio outdoors. He will show a 
history of his portable operations using many different rigs and situations from hiking in the woods to 
cruise ship sailing as well as an introduction to Summits on the Air and being an activator or chaser. 


Our August meeting topic is “The History and Design of Panadapters.” David Shoaf, KG6IRW, 
from Elecraft will present a talk on the history and current technology of Panadapters via Skype and 
local PowerPoint slides. Dave is a former HP engineer with a strong digital background who currently 
works for Elecraft. The talk will cover how the panadapter was developed and some of the historical 
models made. The talk will then turn to modern applications and the tradeoffs that contribute to how 
they work. The Elecraft P3 and PX3 will be featured because they apply more to DXing than other 
models. If you want to know a little about history, how panadapters are different than spectrum analyz- 
ers or SDR radios, or just which one to choose and why, this should be a very interesting talk. 


For our November meeting we have confirmed that Wayne Burdick from Elecraft will be here live to 
talk about recent developments in Elecraft equipment. 


Microphone background. At the May meeting we continued our experimenting with different micro- 
phones. The two mics were both AKG’s: a C214 and a C414 ULS. While the 214 is advertised as a 
single pattern 414, it was clear that the 414 was the winner. Small wonder as it is one of the recording 
industry’s most popular microphone. In my own experiments, | have found that the 414 has better ar- 
ticulation than many other mics. The condenser microphones almost all use a very thin piece of gold 
plated Mylar insulated from a gold plated back plane. The two elements form about a 100pf condenser 
that is attached to an FET preamp. The mic element and amplifier are usually driven by a +48v source. 
Of course, the devil is in the details of how the element is constructed. Attention must be paid to the 
HiZ element impedances, parts and transformer quality. A considerable DIY group exists out there to 
modify inexpensive microphones. Here is a link- Microphone mods. 


July Microphones. In July, we will look at electret condenser microphones. These are self-biased 
elements that can be made quite small and very good, but need a small voltage for bias. They are 
ubiquitous and used in cell phones, headsets, cameras, lavalier microphones and others. Our exam- 
ples are AKG 300b and an Electro Voice- model CS15. These are both interesting stage and broad- 
cast microphones. They are probably not well known because they are difficult to use properly. They 
are also relatively small and do not fit in the hand well. Most of the microphones we have used this 
year, including these can be found here: Microphone Catalogue.

Except for 160 meters, cards for all current and de- 
leted entities dating back to November 15, 1945 can 
be checked. Cards for 160 Meters can only be 
checked by card checkers who currently hold an ac- 
tive 160 Meter DXCC.

Passings... 


Gordon Marshall, W6RR 
(1919-2015) 


Just after we published our June Newsletter 
SCDXC Charter Member Gordon Marshall, 
WE6RR (ex W6ITA), became a Silent Key on 
June 3 at age 95. 


After piloting B-24 bombers in the U.S. Army 
Air Corps during World War II and graduating 
from the University of Southern California 
Gordon founded El Monte-based electronics 
distributor Marshall Industries in 1953. Mar- 
shall Industries later became a New York 
Stock Exchange-listed firm and was sold to 
Avnet, Inc. in 1999 after becoming the nation’s 
fifth-largest electronics distributor. 


Gordon was an avid DXer as well as a gener- 
ous contributor to USC. He donated $35 mil- 
lion to USC’s business school in 1996, now 
named the Gordon S. Marshall School of Busi- 
ness. Several USC engineering professor- 
ships are also named in his honor. He addi- 
tionally served many years as Chair of USC’s 
Board of Trustees. Gordon was also a Past 
President of the SCDXC (1958). 


We are indeed fortunate to have had Gordon 
as one of our club’s Charter Members and will 
remember him fondly. @

An ARRL Charter Life Member, Shallon had 
reached the top rung of the DXCC Honor Roll. He 
was a Hughes Aircraft scientist in the early days of 
space exploration. 


According to various sources, Shallon managed to 
hide a US flag in his company's Surveyor 7 un- 
manned lunar lander. The secret was not revealed 
until after the mission was successful. Survivors in- 
clude his wife, Sylvia. -- Thanks to Steve Lawrence,

2016 DXpedition to Juan de Nova announces NCDXF donation 


The 2016 Juan de Nova DXpedition issued this press release on June 18, 2015: 


Arrangements for our next operation to Juan de Nova island are ongoing. We began the logistic operations 
by conditioning part of the equipment which will be implemented and we finalize some partnerships to supple- 
ment our equipment by taking into consideration the imposed constraints. Today, Juan de Nova comes 6th in 
the ClubLog Most Wanted DXCC listing but, after all major operations planned at the end of the year/early 
2016, the island should be the 3rd most wanted DXCC, just behind the North Korea and Crozet !
